TITLE 804 BOARD OF REGISTRATION FOR
ARCHITECTS AND LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTS

NOTE: Under IC 25-4-1-2, the name of the Board of Registration for Architects is changed to Board of Registration for Architects
and Landscape Architects, effective July 1, 2000.

Under IC 4-22-2-23, the Board of Registration for Architects and Landscape Architects intends to adopt a rule concerning the
following:

OVERVIEW: The board of registration for architects and landscape architects intends to revise and update the definitions of
architect, board, and landscape architect; to establish the definition of “LARE”; to require candidates for original licensure as
registered architects or landscape architects in Indiana to submit their application through NCARB and CLARB respectively; to
require applicants to ensure that the proper NCARB or CLARB record is submitted to the board; to require applicants for reciprocity
registration as an architect or landscape architect to submit a NCARB or CLARB record respectively for the board to consider the
application for reciprocity; and to revise, update, and establish the actual practical experience requirements for applicants for
registration as a landscape architect.
